Health insurance premium 
increase complaints aired

County workers upset about the sizable 


increase in their monthly health insurance pre- 
miums made their frustrations known during 
the public comment portion of Tuesday’s 
Mendocino County Board of Supervisors 
meeting. 

Spectators sporting purple T-shirts, buttons 


and lanyards supporting Service Employees 
International Union Local 102’s cause clogged 
the hallway and applauded as each of the six 
speakers left the podium. 

County employee Sally Young said the rate 
hikes would force her to extend her profession- 


al career much longer than she had first 
thought. 

‘Tve been trying to retire and with these 
increases I can’t retire,” she said. “I’m almost 
70. I’ve been with the county for 21 years, and

When Zack’s Restaurant, a staple for 
family food in Ukiah for 20 years, is 
demolished next week, owner Zack 
Leventis won’t be looking at it as a trag- 
ic ending. 

“T see it as out with the old and in with 
the new,” he said with a smile Thursday. 
“T raised my family here. This restaurant 
sent my kids to college. We did good 
here.” 

Leventis, 60, a Ukiah resident since 
1960, has owned and operated restau- 
rants and pizzerias throughout Ukiah for 
most of his life, but it was Zack’s 
Restaurant, the former home of R.J. 
Plum’s and Sambo’s Restaurant, on 
North State Street where Leventis spent 
one third of his life bringing warm meals 
to the table and smiles to people’s faces. 
The doors officially closed at Zack’s on 
Dec. 23, but for Leventis the memories 
will always remain.

“Tt doesn’t matter how many restau- 
rants you open unless you have rapport 
with the customers. It all becomes a part 
of you when you see the same people on 
a daily basis,” Leventis explained. “You 
end up developing a relationship with 
these people, and you become friends. I 
think that’s what I'll miss most.” 

In 20 years of business, Zack’s menu 
rarely changed, and neither did the cus- 
tomer base. Leventis, a native of 
Alexandria, Egypt, said the loyalty of his 
customers was something he would 
always appreciate as the same faces and 
families came in the doors daily. He said 
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Zack Leventis sits in the empty restaurant where he ran his business for 20 years. The structure is slated for demoli-

MURDER CASE UPDATE 
Psychiatrist 
finds boy 
competent 
to stand trial

Marcos Escareno, the Manchester boy 
charged with murder, has been found com- 
petent to stand trial by a second psychiatrist. 
He was 14 years old at the time of the shoot- 
ing but is being tried as an adult. 

In a report presented to the court 
Thursday, psychiatrist Dr. Albert Castl 
found that Escareno is competent to stand 
trial, echoing a report from Forensic 
Psychologist Dr. Kevin Kelly. 

Psychiatrist Dr. Art Martinez evaluated 
Escareno in 2007 and found him to have 
expressive receptive disorder and therefore 
not competent to stand trial. 

Escareno’s lawyer, Katharine Elliott, said 
she felt the court should hear arguments on 
Escareno’s competency because she 
believes he is unable to understand complex 
issues and is having difficulty participating 
in his own defense. 

“Tve found myself with a growing con- 
cern about his ability to communicate,” she 
said. 

Elliott said she has been contacted by 
several community members and local psy- 
chiatrists and, based on those contacts, she 
now believes that Escareno may have fetal 
alcohol syndrome, a physical and mental 
disorder caused when a mother drinks dur- 
ing pregnancy. 

Elliott said she needs to get a more 
detailed medical history for Escareno and 
have him evaluated by a neuro-psychiatrist. 

Deputy District Attorney Matthew 
Finnegan said he still believes Escareno is 
competent to stand trial and that Elliott has 
not presented substantial evidence to the 
contrary. 

“The latest report actually strengthens 
our argument,” he said. 

Mendocino County Superior Court 
Judge Ronald Brown said he wanted some 
time to review all the evidence before he 
made the decision to hold a competency 
hearing. Brown said he would have an 
answer by Thursday. 

Escareno is on trial for murder in the 
death of Enoch Cruz, 22, of Manchester. 
Cruz was found shot to death in his car on 
Feb. 6. Escareno was arrested shortly there- 
after.

Our mother was born in 
a small mining town 
in New Mexico. When the 
mines closed her 
family moved to East Los 
Angeles, but their 
hopes for a better life were 
disrupted by the 
Great Depression. They 
went through the 
same tribulations faced by 
many immigrant 
families in our valley today. 
Their little two 
room house was shared by 
as many as two 
dozen family members; it 
was so crowded 
that people had to sleep in 
shifts. My mother 
never forgot seeing her 
mother at an ironing 
board in the pressing plant 
where she 
worked, standing in a pool 
of her own sweat. 
In summers the whole fami- 
ly traveled togeth- 
er as migrant workers, and 
discards from the 
downtown produce markets 
helped get them 
through the winter. Yet my 
mother recalls a 
very happy childhood sur- 
rounded by a close 
and loving family. As an 
adult her life followed 
the same currents as 
American society: she 
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was a jitterbugger in the 
30’s, a career girl in 

the 40’s, a middle class 
suburban housewife 

in the 50’s and 60’s, and 
after that a self-suffi- 
cient woman. But though 
she traveled far 

from her childhood, she 
never lost the opti- 

mism and kindness that 
came from being 

raised by sweet, honest 
people. That same love 
was her greatest gift to her 
family. 

She was preceded in 
death by her mother 
Dolores Chavez, father 
Mariano Varela, hus- 
band Joseph Turner, and 
her siblings, Joshe- 
phine, Robert, and Alice. 
She is survived by 
her brother Edward, her 
two children, Dr. Mi- 
chael Turner and Melissa 
Dangerfield, and 
her grandsons Miles and 
Desmond Turner.

he took great pride in Zack’s 
status as a family restaurant 
and would perform magic for 
families with children. As the 
years passed, the children 
grew up and the magic tricks 
stayed the same, but Leventis 
always enjoyed the chance to 
see his customers grow up 
before his eyes. 

“My sign said ‘family 
restaurant,’ and the whole 
family would be here,” he 
recalled. “The families would 
come in and I would do magic 
for them at their table. Then I 
would see them years later 
and they’d ask if I recognized 
them. You’ve got to treat the 
customers like you treat your- 
self.” 

Luckily for Leventis and 
the fans of his food -- who 
inundated him with phone 
calls asking what his plan was 
following the grand closing 
ceremony -- the Zack’s tradi- 
tion won’t die with the build- 


ing’s demolition because he’s 
continuing his catering ser- 


ice. 

“PI still be catering for 
years to come,” he said. “I 
enjoy it because I get to try 
different foods and meet new 
people. I make new friends 
every day.” 

In addition to the catering, 
the lighthearted Leventis has 
taken his culinary skills to the 
nearby Jensen’s Restaurant, 
which has Leventis’ loyal fans 
making the migration one 
meal at a time. 

“Tve learned a lot about 
patience and how to deal with 
employees,” he explained. “In 
20 years, ve become much 
more diplomatic because the 
customer is always right.” 

Demolition of Zack’s 
Restaurant is expected to take 
place next week, and, accord- 
ing to signs on the empty 
building, a new restaurant will 
be taking its place. The Sarti 
family, which owns the prop- 
erty, was unavailable for com- 
ment about the site’s future at 
press time.

Richardson ends campaign for 
Democratic presidential nomination 


SANTA FE, N.M. — New Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson 
ended his long-shot bid for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation Thursday after poor finishes in the first two contests in 
Iowa and New Hampshire. He praised all of his Democratic 
rivals but endorsed no one. He encouraged voters to “take a 
long and thoughtful look” and elect one of them president. 

Richardson said that although his support at the polls lagged 
the front-runners, many of his leading rivals had moved closer 
to his positions on such issues as the war in Iraq and educating 
young Americans at home. “Despite overwhelming financial 
and political odds, I am proud of the campaign we waged ... and 
most importantly the influence we had on the issues that matter 
the most to the future of this country,” he said. 

On a less serious note, he estimated the long campaign had 
included 200 debates. He quickly amended that to 24 but said 
“it felt like 200.” Richardson, 60, announced his decision at the 
state Capitol, saying he was returning to “the best job in the 
world” as New Mexico’s governor. 


U.S. protests Iranian harassment 
of U.S. warships in Persian Gulf 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States on Thursday 
lodged a formal diplomatic protest with Iran over an incident 
last weekend in which Iranian speedboats harassed U.S. war- 
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ships in the Persian Gulf. The protest repeats U.S. complaints 
about Sunday’s “provocative” action in the Strait of Hormuz 
and was sent to the Iranian Foreign Ministry via the Swiss 
Embassy in Tehran, which represents U.S. interests in Iran, the 
State Department said. “It reiterates the points that we have 
made publicly in the last few days,” deputy spokesman Tom 
Casey told reporters. “We certainly don’t want to see the 
Iranians taking any kind of provocative actions or provocative 
steps against our ships or against any ships that are transiting 
what is a primary international waterway.” 

In Tehran, Iranian Foreign Ministry officials said they were 
unaware of the U.S. protest. At a Pentagon news conference, 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates said the Iranian boats had acted 
“in a pretty aggressive manner.” 


Kerry endorses Obama for president, 
bypassing Clinton and Edwards 


CHARLESTON, S.C. (AP) — John Kerry, the 2004 
Democratic presidential nominee, gave Barack Obama a timely 
endorsement Thursday, snubbing Hillary Rodham Clinton as 
well as his own vice presidential running mate. 

Kerry came to South Carolina to embrace Obama, two weeks 
before the state’s primary and with Obama needing a boost after 
Clinton’s emotional victory over him in New Hampshire. 

Quoting a black American hero in endorsing the man who 
hopes to be the first black president, Kerry told a cheering 
crowd, “Martin Luther King said that the time is always right to 
do what is right.” Now is the time, Kerry said, to declare “that 
Barack Obama can be, will be and should be the next president 
of the United States.” 

The Massachusetts senator said there were other candidates 
he had worked with and respected but Obama was best able to

10 aboard Air Canada flight hurt after 
Airbus hits turbulence; plane diverted 


CALGARY, Alberta (AP) — An Air Canada jetliner made an 
emergency landing in Calgary on Thursday after 10 people 
were injured when the Airbus A319 hit turbulence during a 
cross-country flight. None of the injuries were life-threatening, 
said Bryce Paton of the Calgary Airport Authority. 

The jet, carrying 88 people from Victoria, British Columbia, 
to Toronto, was diverted to Calgary for the emergency landing, 
officials said. 

The plane landed safely at 8:30 a.m. with a request for med- 
ical units to meet the aircraft because of injuries on board, Paton 
said. Ambulances surrounded the jet and paramedics and tend- 
ed to the injured.

Using up our share 


To the Editor: 

When I read the occasional letters of 
complaint that the price of gas is too high, 
or that it is cheaper by a few pennies on the 
other side of the hill, I start to wonder what 
the complainers are thinking. Do they 
believe they are more deserving than the 
rest of the world, or that having abundantly 
available cheap gas is their God-given right 
as Americans? 

On the first trading day of the New Year, 
as Americans were putting away their party 
hats, the world commodity price of a barrel 
of crude oil broke through the $100 barrier. 
If this event is a harbinger of things to 
come we will see $4 gas at the pumps 
before too long. Maybe at this point the 
complainers might start thinking about 
economizing. If they are not getting at least 
50 mpg already they might consider getting 
rid of whatever it is they are driving 
instead of blaming the most accessible fall 
guys - the merchants - when price inflation 
hits all of our pocket books. 

To keep a perspective they might also 
consider that $4 gas is still a bargain when 
the price in England and many other 
European countries is currently hovering 
around $10 per gallon. 

There is a reason for this price inflation 
and it’s not the service stations that simply 
pass their costs on to consumers. When the 
current administration made their move on 
controlling the oil market by invading Iraq, 
attempting regime change in Iran and 
Venezuela, and funding several proxy wars 
in African oil-rich states, the oil market 
became unstable. What resulted is that 
most of the world’s major oil fields are 
now militarized, which is a very expensive 
overhead. The price of oil in the U.S. is 
subsidized by assigning those overhead 
expenses to “defense costs,” and borrowing 
from the future with huge deficits. 
Estimates by some economists believe that 
if the cost at the pump included military 
costs for protecting the oil fields and 
pipelines it would result in $10 to $11 dol- 
lars per gallon. 

The U.S. had more than its share of oil 
to start with, but in the last century export- 
ed it and used up most of it wastefully with 
very little left for our children. Now we 
must import most of our petroleum needs 
to the tune of over 20 million barrels a day. 
When oil is $100 a barrel and higher we 
are being assured of more resource wars on 
an even larger scale than Iraq. 

About five or six years ago I heard a 
talk by Robert F. Kennedy Jr. He said that 
if everybody traded in their gas guzzlers 
for cars that got just 7 mpg more, there 
would be no need for imported oil. So why 
not change a wasteful lifestyle before you 
are forced to.

Don’t repeal Measure G 


To the Editor: 

I urge your readers not to rely on the 
front page stories in Saturday’s UDJ and 
repeated on the web page concerning two 
marijuana related news stories that hap- 
pened on Friday, Jan. 4. 

I represent the Green Party of 
Mendocino, which sponsored Measure G in 
the year 2000. And as its principle author 
and circulator, it is my duty to tell voters 
why they should not repeal it. 

This I attempted to do at the “special” 
meeting of the Ukiah City Council on 
Friday afternoon but was cut off by Mayor 
Crane after three minutes. I have seven rea- 
sons, but your reporter only attributed to 
me a statement actually made by someone 
else. 

Measure G, now enrolled as Mendocino 
County ordinance 9.36, should not be 
repealed at this time because: 

e Above all, Measure G is a crucially 
important statement of the official policy of 
Mendocino County that marijuana should 
be completely decriminalized at the state 
and federal levels. In passing this voter ini- 
tiative by 58 percent, we became the first 
county in the nation to make that declara-

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tion. 

e As in the example of alcohol prohibi- 
tion in the early 20th century, marijuana 
prohibition has given rise to violent thefts, 
vastly inflated prices, organized criminal 
enterprise, and an atmosphere of official 
corruption. Eventually and after long 
painful experience, repeal of prohibition 
and the legalization, regulation and taxa- 
tion of alcohol quieted the controversy, 
eliminated the abuses and provides vast 
sums of revenue for governments. One day, 
may a generation wiser than ours do the 
same for marijuana. 

e Medical marijuana presents insoluble 
problems because in seeking to decriminal- 
ize this widely popular and mildly addic- 
tive drug only for a select class of con- 
sumers, instead of across the board, it has 
created what amounts to a state sanctioned 
franchise for the production of a banned 
substance without providing for the safe 
and legal distribution of that substance. 

This keeps the price high even while 
supply rises relative to demand. This exor- 
bitant and easy profit potential encourages 
rampant and amateur investment to the 
extent that even minor children have 
entered the industry, reaping incomes 
greater than most adults. 

e Despite rhetoric to the contrary, 
Measure G does not provide a legal justifi- 
cation for medical marijuana caregivers 

-- contract growers -- to cultivate or pos- 
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sess more than a total of 25 plants “per 
case,” meaning prosecution case, or parcel. 

e Virtually all the abuses related to mari- 
juana production are caused by irresponsi- 
ble growers whose actions violate state law 
and are not protected either by medical 
marijuana regulations or Measure G. There 
is a general lack of marijuana enforcement 
below the level of hundreds of plants per 
garden due to the sheer volume of produc- 
tion relative to law enforcement resources. 
Measure G is not responsible for this situa- 
tion. 

e Measure G seeks to exempt up to 25 
plants per case from prosecution, but only 
for personal use whether medical or recre- 
ational. It explicitly calls for the continued 
prohibition of marijuana cultivation, pos- 
session and transportation for sale. 

e Finally, both the county and the cities 
of Willits and Ukiah over the past year 
have passed progressively tougher laws 
regulating medical marijuana. To call for 
further restrictions at this time is irrespon- 
sible without seeing how effective the new 
regulations function in the next growing 
season. Let there be a cease fire in the mar- 
ijuana wars to let the smoke clear and 
count the casualties. Let’s all take a deep 
breath and go on to other issues at this 
time.

The marathon is on 


Like the Roman god Janus, from which this godfor- 
saken month takes its name, the two parties' voters in 
two states have looked in different directions. After six 
months of intense campaigning, in just six transforma- 
tive days Iowa spoke and contrarian New Hampshire 
said: On the other hand ... 

These states perhaps started a marathon -- it might 
not reach a decisive crescendo on Feb. 5 when 22 
states choose -- between two formidable Democratic 
candidates with ardent constituencies. Meanwhile, 
Republicans, illustrating this year's elemental asym- 
metry, may be contemplating a choice among John 
McCain, Mike Huckabee, Mitt Romney and Rudy 
Giuliani. 

If McCain, who in 2000 won Michigan after win- 
ning New Hampshire, takes it again next Tuesday, 
Romney will be, in e.e. cummings’ words, "a recent 
footprint in the sand of was." None of the four candi- 
dates is close to enkindling a substantial plurality of 
the party to a temperature comparable to that of Hillary 
Clinton's and Barack Obama's cohorts. 

The wrong question about Obama has been 
"Where's the beef?" -- "beef" meaning policy sub- 
stance. Policy papers in profusion can be ginned up by 
campaign advisers, of whom Obama has plenty. The 
right question is whether he is a souffle -- pretty and 
pleasing, but mostly air and apt to collapse if jostled. 
Presidential politics is an exhausting, hard, occasional- 
ly even cruel vetting process -- necessarily so, given 
the stakes -- and now that he has been bumped hard we 
shall see if there is steel beneath the sleek gray suit. 


Regarding Clinton, Iowa Democrats seemed to 
experience a great flinch, contemplating, then recoil- 
ing from, the prospect of a Clinton restoration. New 
Hampshire Democrats, however, demonstrated that 
her candidacy might not be so brittle after all. But Iowa 
might have been a harbinger of flinches to come, espe- 
cially if her husband continues to behave as he perhaps 
cannot help but behave. 

Sixteen years ago, the Clintons advertised them- 
selves as generational archetypes. How right they 
were. 


Led Zeppelin's recent reunion concert in London 
exemplified a tiresome phenomenon -- geezer rock 
groups catering to baby boomer nostalgia. Speaking of 
the boomers' inexhaustible fascination with them- 
selves, Bill Clinton has transformed his wife's cam- 
paign into his narcissism tour. As The New York Times 
dryly described a New Hampshire appearance the day 
after her Iowa rejection: "He talked about his adminis- 
tration, his foundation work and some about his wife." 


She, the afterthought, arrived in New Hampshire 
spoiling for a fight but missing the point. 
Mountaineering on molehills, she said Obama has 
changed some positions. But people inebriated by 
"hope" for "change" are not smitten about issues, con- 
cerning which the differences between him and her 
must be measured by ideological micrometers. Voters 
are attracted to him as iron filings are to a magnet. 
Mind hardly enters into this response to his nimbus of 
novelty, and it is impossible to reason people out of 
affiliations they have not been reasoned into. 


The Clintons’ decision to cast the election as a 
bridge back to the 1990s -- to themselves; another 
bridge to nowhere -- has her campaign, in characteris- 
tically retrospective mode, stressing that by the time 
her husband won his first 1992 contest, in Georgia, he 
had lost six others. 

But Georgia's primary was on March 3, a month 
later than this year's Feb. 5, 22-state cymbal-crash 
event. Jay Cost, a University of Chicago doctoral can- 
didate, notes that although Clinton did indeed lose 
seven of the first nine contests, he lost to four different 
competitors: Tom Harkin, Bob Kerrey, Paul Tsongas 
and Jerry Brown. That limp down memory lane under- 
scores how much time has flown since the Clintons 
were fresh faces. 


Iowa's results created what Sen. Clinton had hoped 
to delay for many weeks -- a binary choice, her against 
one rival. Now she, like her rival, must show her steel. 
Republicans must show staying power. 


Huckabee -- Where is Pakistan? Who is Darwin? 
Why is Wall Street so icky to Main Street? -- might be 
a fluke of the nominating schedule that put Iowa, 
planted thick with evangelicals, first. He won just 14 
percent of Iowa's nonevangelicals, among whom he 
finished fourth. Where would McCain be if the sched- 
ule had not offered him an early chance to romance 
New Hampshire again? Giuliani, supposedly able to 
compete in the Northeast, spent $3 million on adver- 
tising without elevating his New Hampshire numbers, 
but he waits down the road, where 97.2 percent of the 
convention delegates -- the currency by which the 
prize will be purchased -- remain unallocated. 

A marathon would reveal almost everything rele- 
vant about the candidates. If, afterward, either party 
suffers buyers’ remorse, the buyers will have no one to 
blame.

The volunteer base 
was dwindling, the baby 
boomers weren’t interested in 
participation, and finances 
only got worse. 

In spite of it all, in the new 
century, progress was gained,

“We have traditionally 
served the homeless and needy 
of our community and we will 
continue to do _ so,” says 
Plowshares Executive Director 
Mary Buckley. 

“But we have come to real- 
ize that the hunger need is now 
much greater than just the 
homeless. We know that 
hunger is now severely affect- 
ing local low-income working 
people and school-age chil- 
dren, so we are shifting from 
lunchtime to evening hours to 
make our meals and other ser- 
vices available to those who 
need them but cannot come at 
our old lunchtime-restricted 
hours.”

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Baseball, NFL each give $3 million to USOC- 
sponsored steroid research

DENVER — Baseball commis- 
sioner Bud Selig was looking for a 
way to show he’s really trying to fight 
steroids. The U.S. Olympic 
Committee served up a perfect oppor- 
tunity for Selig to do something more 
than just talk. 

Major League Baseball and the 
NFL agreed Thursday to join an anti- 
doping research collaborative spear- 
headed by the USOC. Each will con- 
tribute $3 million to create the most 
extensive drug-fighting partnership to 
date between the United States’ 
biggest pro leagues and its Olympic 
federation. 

A month after the release of the 
Mitchell Report, this announcement 
was especially significant for baseball, 
which is looking for any glimmer of 
good news during this winter of dis- 
content filled with news of doping, 
Roger Clemens and pending 
Congressional hearings. 

“Major League Baseball’s support 
of this important new effort by the 
U.S. Olympic Committee and the U.S. 
Anti-Doping Agency continues our 
commitment to fight the use of perfor- 
mance-enhancing substances among 
our athletes,” Selig said in a statement. 

When the Mitchell Report came out 
last month, Selig promised he would 
act. The timing of the announcement is 
opportune for baseball, though USOC 
chief executive officer Jim Scherr said 
details of this program have been in 
the works for more than six months. 

“We’ve worked a long time with 
baseball and the other participants,” 
Scherr said. “It’s been a sincere, long- 
running effort by them.” 

The USOC also is giving $3 mil- 
lion, and USADA is giving $1 million 
to the new Partnership for Clean 
Competition, a collaborative venture 


that will use the money to fund grants 
for research to combat performance- 
enhancing drugs in sports. 

The NBA, NHL and PGA also are 
participating, and USOC chairman 
Peter Ueberroth said the USOC soon 
will secure more contributions from 
sports and non-sports corporations. 

Ueberroth told The Associated 
Press he expects the funding to go well 
beyond $10 million quickly. 

“We want to be in a place where we 
can stay ahead of cheaters and buy into 
economic ways to fight this battle,” he 
said. 

Although this program isn’t a shift 
in the leagues’ testing protocols, it is 
significant because baseball and the 
NFL long have distanced themselves 
from anti-doping programs endorsed 
by the USOC and USADA, saying 
their programs are tailored specifically 
for their sports and their unique man- 
agement-union issues. 

Part of the research money will go 
toward developing a better and cheap- 
er test to detect human growth hor- 
mone. 

Already working on these kinds of 
tests is Don Catlin, the longtime leader 
of the world-renowned lab at UCLA 
who resigned to start his own lab. 

Catlin, who could be a beneficiary 
of this new line of funding, said he was 
“floored” by the news. 

“Its dear to my heart because I 
always felt research was the answer in 
this whole field,” he said. “They’ve 
been doing testing for 25 years, and we 
all know what they can and can’t do. 
My whole foundational premise and 
rationale for what I’m doing is a belief 
in research.” 

Catlin, who has received $500,000 
each from baseball and the NFL for 
research on a urine test on HGH, said 
he was surprised the leagues signed 
onto the program with the USOC. 


“That means they recognize the 
value of collaboration, and that there 
are common problems that cross over 
all sports,” Catlin said. “That’s impor- 
tant.” 

The research collaborative is one in 
a series of anti-doping initiatives the 
USOC plans over the coming months 
and years. 

“It doesn’t affect one sport or just 
sports,” Scherr said. “It affects society. 
It’s something the leagues sincerely 
believe in.” 

Up to now, the research part of the 
anti-doping fight has been underfund- 
ed. Scientists and pharmacists have 
been able to come up with new, unde- 
tectable steroids more quickly than 
agencies such as USADA have come 
up with tests to fight them. 

The $10 million, to be contributed 
by the four founders over the next four 
years, will be a significant boost to the 
worldwide research effort. The World 
Anti-Doping Agency, thought to be the 
biggest single contributor to the cause, 
has given $31 million to research since 
2001. 

“This U.S. research initiative pro- 
vides a significant multiplication of 
resources and is a model we hope will 
be replicated in other developed coun- 
tries,” WADA director general David 
Howman said. 

Ueberroth also would like to see 
less-expensive tests developed for 
high school sports. These tests would- 
n’t meet the standards of a USADA- 
style test, but could be used, for 
instance, to help coaches detect possi- 
ble widespread use on their teams. 

“Part of the USOC mandate is that 
we represent a lot of sports,” 
Ueberroth said. “Let’s help them all. A 
lot of them are defenseless economi- 
cally. That’s another reason we took 
the lead.” 

The Clean 


Partnership for 


Competition will have a board of gov- 
ernors, with one member from each of 
the founding partners. That board will 
appoint a scientific research advisory 
board. The scientific board will review 
grant requests and track results of 
research projects. 

“Our support of the Partnership for 
Clean Competition is consistent with 
our long-standing commitment to 
invest in research that advances the 
goal of eliminating doping in sport,” 
NFL commissioner Roger Goodell 
said. 

The NFL has had an extensive anti- 
doping policy in place for several 
years. Though it lacks a test for HGH, 
it is considered effective because it 
bans players for four games after a 
first positive steroids test and goes 
after salaries and signing bonuses. 

Both baseball and the NFL also 
have been active in other anti-doping 
programs. In October, the NFL gave 
$1.2 million to the Atlas and Athena 
program, which encourages high 
school students to look to exercise and 
healthy eating instead of steroids and 
HGH. Baseball has alliances with the 
Partnership for a Drug-Free America 
and the Taylor Hooton Foundation. 

One of the key components of the 
Mitchell Report was the recommenda- 
tion that baseball employ an indepen- 
dent anti-doping corporation to run its 
steroids program. Although baseball’s 
contribution to this new project falls 
short of that, it is a substantial alliance 
with the USOC and USADA, which 
runs the kind of program the Mitchell 
Report endorses. 

“USADA welcomes and greatly 
appreciates the shared commitment of 
the U.S. Olympic Committee, 
National Football League and Major 
League Baseball, and that of others 
who join us in this important endeav- 
or,” said Travis Tygart, the CEO of 
USADA.

Urban sprawl, warming climate 
lead to change for Iditarod start

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — 
The modern challenges of 
global warming and popula- 
tion growth are catching up 
with the world’s most famous 
sled dog race. 

Citing a warming climate 
and sprawling development, 
officials with the Iditarod 
Trail Sled Dog Race said 
Wednesday they were imple- 
menting permanent logistical 
changes that in recent years 
have become the norm for the 
March event. 

The March 1 ceremonial 
start in Anchorage will go 11 
miles, seven shorter than the 
traditional route. The actual 
competitive start of the 1,100- 
mile race the following day 
will move 30 miles north to 
Willow from the traditional 
site in Wasilla — where the 
Iditarod has its headquarters 
and part of Alaska’s fastest 
growing region. 

“A lot of development in 
the area makes it less desir- 
able, and there have been less- 
than-winter conditions,” said 
Stan Hooley, executive direc- 
tor of the Iditarod Trail 
Committee. “It just doesn’t 
make sense to us to make 
choices that are not in the best 
interest of both the two- and 
four-legged competitors.” 

Long gone are the early 
days of the race begun in 1973 
to commemorate the 1925 
delivery by sled dogs of life- 
saving diphtheria serum to 
Nome. 

Because of lack of snow, 


called the restart — has not 
taken place in Wasilla since 
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2002. The following year, 
conditions were so dismal 
along some stretches of the 
race trail north of Willow that 
managers made the unprece- 
dented decision to hold the 
restart in Fairbanks, more than 
200 miles from Wasilla. 

Since then, Willow has 
been the site where mushers 
and their dogs begin the trek 
to Nome. 

For the ceremonial start, 
snow is trucked along the 
route that begins in downtown 
Anchorage. That’s not a solu- 
tion for the actual competi- 
tion, officials said. 

“The reality is the teams 
racing,” Hooley said. “That, 
in and of itself, means there’s 
a completely different level of 
acceptable conditions on the 
trails.” 

Willow also has become 
the preferred site for its rural 
setting, officials said. Mushers 
take off from the frozen 
Willow River and soon vanish 
into the wilderness. 

Wasilla, on the other hand, 
has seen tremendous develop- 
ment and growth over the 
years. Now houses and busi- 
nesses line the Knik-Goose 
Bay Road parallel to the 
Wasilla race route leading to 
the checkpoint in the commu- 
nity of Knik, home of the late 
Joe Redington Sr., father of 
the Iditarod. Under the route 
changes, Knik also will be 
bypassed. 

“No matter how many 
resources we have available, 
conditions will never be as 
race-ready as Willow,” 
Hooley said. “No matter what 
the weather conditions would 
be, there’s a lot of asphalt and 


other things that don’t mix 
well with competitive racing. 
To be around that is stressful 
for the dogs.” 

In the early days of the 
Iditarod, there were no cere- 
monial starts at all. The first 
two years, in fact, the compet- 
itive race took off from 
Anchorage, recalled 1978 
winner Dick Mackey, the 
father of defending champion 
Lance Mackey. 

Mushers were slower in 
those days, their loads heavier 
and their equipment inferior 
to today’s sleek sleds, Mackey 
said in a phone interview from 
his winter home in Quartzsite, 
Ariz. Wasilla was a long way 
from development, too, he 
said. 

“In general it’s much easier 
just to disappear and not have 
to contend with the crowds,” 
he said. 

For that reason, Willow is a 
good choice for the restart 
even though Wasilla is “beau- 
tiful for fans,” Mackey said. 

Losing traditional Iditarod 
spots like Wasilla and Knik is 
sad, said the younger Mackey, 
who won the 1,000-mile 
Yukon Quest International 
Sled Dog Race three weeks 
before winning last year’s 
Iditarod. But for the most part, 
the Fairbanks musher was 
pleased with the new official 
restart site, even though it 
means fans from south-central 
Alaska will have to travel far- 
ther. 

“Tt’s easier for the mushers, 
no doubt about it,” he said. 
“And it’s a good excuse for 
people to get out and see 
Alaska.”

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — Roger Federer and 
Justine Henin took the No. 1 
seeds atop the Australian 
Open on Thursday. 

As usual at the season’s 
first major event, the top 32 
players have been seeded 
according to their world rank- 
ings. 

Spain’s Rafael Nadal is 
second, followed by Serbia’s 
Novak Djokovic on the men’s 


side. Russia’s Svetlana 
Kuznetsova was No. 2 among 
the women, ahead of 


Serbians pair Jelena Jankovic 
and Ana [Ivanovic and 
Russia’s Maria Sharapova. 

Sharapova was seeded No. 
1 last year when she lost the 
final to Serena Williams, who 
was unseeded and ranked No. 
81 before her stunning come- 
back to win an eighth Grand 
Slam singles title. 

Serena Williams was seed- 
ed seventh this year, one spot 
above sister Venus Williams, 


who missed last year’s 
Australian Open. 
Federer is aiming to 


become the first man in the 
Open era to win three consec- 
utive Australian Open singles 
titles. 

He has reached the final of 
all four Grand Slams in the 
last two seasons, losing only 
on both trips to Roland 
Garros to Nadal. 

Federer missed his regular 
Australian Open tuneup at 
Kooyong this week because 
of a stomach virus, but 
expects to be ready when the 
Open starts Monday. 

The draws contain the top 
32 ranked women and 30 of 
the top 32 men. Tommy Haas 
of Germany and Argentina’s 
Guillermo Canas have with- 
drawn with shoulder and 
wrist injuries.

WASHINGTON — Alex

I think that’s pretty sad.” 

The total plan cost 
increased 17.5 percent and 
went into effect Jan. 1. Many 
workers were put off by the 
fact the increases were not 
graduated over a two-year 
period. 

Fourth District Supervisor 
Kendall Smith said she had 
continued to feel as squea- 
mish about approving the 
increase as when it first came 
before the board. 

“I was the only supervisor 
who said I was doing this 
reluctantly,” she said. “I do 
want to reiterate my concern 
for the lower paid employees. 


As an individual supervisor, I 
support spreading it out over 
two years. It is a serious 
impact in one action in one 
time. It’s really a tragic situa- 
tion.” 

While the 17.5 percent fig- 
ure applies to the total 
amount, in many cases 
employees were burdened 
with a higher percentage of 
the premium, causing the 
average percent increase for 
employees to be a significant- 
ly higher 43.95 percent. 

Some employees were even 
subjected to a 76.65 percent 
increase in their share of the 
monthly premium rate.
